A call for dialogue 

The future of Lebanon hangs in the balance as leaders 
of the various communities in the country once again rush 
to their summit conferences to decide that future. 

Let us hope that they will not once again confront a war 
weary public with lists of old demands or affirmations of old 
positions with only slight cosmetic modifications. The citizens 
of Beirut and the other Lebanese towns who eagerly search 
the morning headlines for reassurance that it is all over, that 
they can emerge from their prison-cells and somehow resume 
what is left of their old lives, deserve something better. 

The sense of powerlessness is overpowering for a majo- 
rity that has no part in the fighting and no say in the course 
of events. 

People are told once and again that one side is fighting 
for law and order and the sovereignty of Lebanon while the 
other is fighting for the reform of an ossified and unjust poli- 
tical system that guarantees privileges to a few and misery 
for many. 

Surely it is ironic that one should engage in a civil ^ar, 
involving a total breakdown of law and order in order to 
defend law and state sovereignty. 

Just as surely, it is difficult to justify recourse to civil 
warfare with its exhorbitant cost in terms of human casualties 
and impending economic coUapse, in order to redress political 
and social grievances if another course of action is available. 

Syrian mediation efforts have presented the two sides 
with a viable alternative to the warfare. 

It is now possible for the two parties to the conflict to 
realise the most central of their demands, with lee way to 
achieve more in the future through constitutional channels 
and less deadly dialogue. 

There is nothing new in this, it is obvious to everyone. 
What is not clear is whether the leaders of the Lebanese 
factions realise it. 

It is possible for politicians to become type-cast so that 
they cannot shift from a position even if they want to. It is 
also possible for the irrational pattern of kidnappings then up 
with the barricades then back to the fighting to reassert itself. 

The only way out is for the various leaders to have the 
courage to defy the radicals in the ranks of their followers 
and say yes. we accept the Syrian mediation . plan without 
reservation. 

Otherwise the whole country could share the fate of the 
sniper who breaks under the tension and, in a fit of paranoia, 
starts shooting indiscriminately at everything that moves.

Al-Ra’i expressed its sorrow 
and dismay at the current 
"clashes” between the Moroc-

BELGRADE, Jan. 32 (R). — 

President Tito, Yugoslavia’s ail- 
ing 83-year-old leader, has re- 
assured the country that noth- 
ing will change when he even- 
tually leaves the scene. 

In a rare interview being pu- 
blished here tomorrow. Presi- 
dent Tito dismissed speculation 
about what will hapen in Yu- 
goslavia when he is no longer 
there to lead it. 

He said the collective leader- 
ship designed to succeed him 
had already shown itself to be 
able and efficient. 

“Consequently, I can leave 
any day without anything chan- 
ging,” he declared. 

The interview, appearing in 
the Zaghreb daily newspaper 
Vjesnik, was conducted in De- 
cember and in early January. 

Although the Yugoslav lead- 
er has never forbidden public 
mention of his eventual death 
or retirement, observers said 
the interview was remarkably 
frank. 

President Tito has been suf- 
fering for the last two weeks 
from sciatica, a back affliction 
which has forced him to rest 
several times in recent years. 
Officials say the current attack 
is not serious. 

The sciatica forced him to 
postpone until March a planned 
visit to Mexico, but his treat- 


ment is expected to be comple- 
ted by the end of February. 

During the interview, the 
President said speculation ab- 
out the post-Tito era was “par- 
tly due to the fact that those 
dealing in such speculations ha- 
ve no understanding or know- 
ledge whatsoever of our sys- 
tem." 

He attacked a tendency in the 
country to "get rich quick” and 
said scores of people had been 
jailed for corruption and graft 
which had inflicted vast econo- 
mic damage on the country. 
Among them were people In- 
volved in foreign trade.
